The trustworthy town admin¬ 
istrator finds it easy to “Live 
With Himself” when his con¬ 
science is at rest because, he has 
made decisions which are sup¬ 
ported by law and which do the 
greatest good for the greatest 
number. One might find it tem¬ 
porarily easier to succumb to the 
pressures and even threats of 
the selfish few but rapport with 
the greatest number is ultimate¬ 
ly attained by following estab¬ 
lished rules that most of us agree 
are fair. Many of the regulations 
to which I shall subsequently re¬ 
fer are not written in local ord¬ 
inances but rather are the edicts 
of our state institution. 

With this philosophy estab¬ 
lished let’s discuss the matter of 
the sale of liquor in our town. 
Many of us are so temperate on 
this score that if it were pur’s 
to decide there would be no liquor 
sold. Others of us are so intem¬ 
perate that we would have no 
concern if liquor was sold in 
every market place. Each group, 
I am sure, are sincere that their 
opinion is correct. However, mod¬ 
eration and regulations must per¬ 
sist. 

As an average citizen busily oc¬ 
cupied (with daily tribulations, 
most of us would not be concerned 
until each is personally affected. 
When this does happen, wails and 
cries indicate that the adminis¬ 
tration is individually unfair and 
in some cases is trying to put 
dispensers of liquor out of busi¬ 


ness. This happens usually be¬ 
tween the dates of Dec. 1 and 
April 1 of each year. You should 
understand why this happens, 
both as a reader and as one who 
may be a seller or buyer of this 
liquor. 

What actually are the condi¬ 
tions under which liquor is sold 
in our town? First, there is the 
holder of an “Inn” or “Tavern” 
license. He may sell liquor to be 
drunk on the premises on any 
prescribed day or hour through¬ 
out the year, and he may sell it 
to any transient, if of legal age* 
Second, there is the holder of a 
package store license who may 
sell under the same conditions as 
above, but not liquor is to be con¬ 
sumed on the premises. Next, to 
be considered is the holder of a 
“Full Club” .license. He may sell, 
to be drunk on the premises, only 
to members of his club or their 
guests. In many cases, infrac¬ 
tions of this license are common 
because, as a matter of practice 
it doesn’t take too much persua¬ 
sion on the part of the guest to 
become a member of this type of 
club. The last general type of li¬ 
cense is held by the “seasonal 
club” group. This type of club 
may sell to its members or guests 
over 21 years of age, but only 
during the period from April 1st 
to Nov. 30th. From Dec. 1 to 
April 1, this dub may not sell 
liquor except beer and wine and 
only may these be 3old by obtain*

ing a special day license issued 
by the licensing board; in this 
case, the Board of Selectmen. All 
liquor in these clubs must be se¬ 
cured from members and guests 
during the ‘‘off season/’ They do 
not have the right to sell tickets 
and/or coupons to be used to ob¬ 
tain liquor at the bar, nor do 
they have permission to include 
the price of liquor in the cost of 
the meal, nor do they have the 
right to “give away 5 ’ the liquor. 
In substance, they are “out” of 
the liquor business during the 
restricted period. 

It is these clubs which are in¬ 
volved in the greatest number of 
violations. They knew when they 
were granted such a license, 
what the rules are. They have 
no excuse, but some feel that by 
“swinging their weight” they can 
be granted concessions. When 
they are detected by the police, 
they, then begin to use the tele¬ 
phone to ask for clemency. Some 
have even used influential guests 
to plead their case. This, in my

The total for the bear season 
stands at 355. 

The total deer harvested dur¬ 
ing the bow and gun seasons in 
Mass, is 2039. 37 of this total 
were taken by bow and arrow. 
The archers breakdown was 10 
males and 27 females. 

This was an increase of 612 
deer over the 1427 taken in ’68. 
The partial buck law is v&orking. 
Game Biologist, Jim McDon¬ 
ough points out, “that the deer 
saved with the anterless seasons 
in 1967 and 1968 certainly ap¬
